Replying ¢o the debate on intemational councils, the Foreign 
Minister said his policy of independence ‘did not imply the isola- 
ticn of the Netherlands. Ever since che war the Netherlands had 
been co-operating with Scandinavian and other countries, but they 
‘could not afford to Umit their liberty.

New York contemporary, this 
ship, which was built-in ona of 
the best yards in the United 
States before the war, losded st 
Port Natal in the spring of 1917, 
gad sailed for New York. Two 
days out she was struck bya 
burricane, and lost a good many 
sails and was otherwise damag- 
ed. She pat back to Port Natal 
for repairs and sailed agains 
week later. Three hundred miles 
from port she ran inta another 
gale, lost more sails, and her|* 
anchor chains came dawn on the 
sea cock, breaking it sad 
threatening. to flood the hold. 
The pumps were set to work and 
a tow was requested from a pass- 
jog steamer. After . 
three hawaers, the steamet re- 
signed the contract, but the 
schooner managed eventually to 

ash the neatest port under. 
ets was left of her canvas. 
There she was surveyed, and in 
the middle of July she went into 
dry dock, whilst a new set of sails 
was order ed from New York. 

After repairs and reloading, 
the ship sailed out of port sgain 
in November, 1917. Nothing 
more was‘heard of her until the 
following February, when she 
was reported as having taken 
refuge inside the Delaware 
Capes, with all her running 
tigging frozen and her craw on 
the verge of mutiny. Tugs were 
sent out, and she was towed to 
New York.

80-ton Schooner, 


Five yachtamen will sail from 
Hongkong during the first week 
in May for Portland, Ore, in the 
TDwyn Wen, an 80-ton Britiah- 
built schooner yacht, according to 
Dr, Robart H. Ellis, who passed 
through Shanghai recently on 
board the President Jefferson. 
Ellis, who, for. many years bas 
followed yachting as an “avo- 
cation,” purchased the Dwyo 
Wen some two months ago, 
shortly after ehe hed complated 
the voyage from Southampton to 
Hongkong and is on his way to 
join the vessel, and see to her 
refitting. - 

Dr. Elis stated that according 
ta present plans, he purposes to 
sail along the China coast stop- 
ping at Swatow and Amoy and 
then proceed to Keelung, Formosa 
omitting Shanghai. <After enjos- 
ing some twoor three weeks deep- 
sea fishing off the islands of 
Formosa, the Dwyn Wen willcon- 
tinue northward to the Japanese 
coast, making stope at some of 
the seldom visited ports, reaching 
Yokohama atout the middle or 
end of June. 


After 10 days’ stop to take on 
supplies Dr. Ellia stated that he 
would set sail direct for Portland, 
following toe usual steamerroutes 
anproximately betweer the 43 and 
45th parallel. He stated that he 
did not believe the voyage would 
take more than two months, ag, 
for the majority of the time, he 
anticipated favourable westering 
winds. Dr. Ellis has made several 
long sailing voyagds, including 
one from Marble Head, Mass, 
through the Panams Canal to 
Vancouver, B. C, as: well: as 
several shorter cruises to Alaska 
aod the Alutian Islands. .
